Pensioners to grill MP 
on government reform

HONITON and Tiverton MP Neil Parish will 
face a grilling when explaining the finer details 
of government reform to up to 100 Honiton pen¬ 
sioners. 

The Senior Council for Honiton requested the meet¬ 
ing and hopes to beat its previous record attendance 
of about 50 people for a meeting. 

Council committee members say forthcoming 
changes to pensioners’ tax allowances - aka the 
granny tax - has been a frequent topic at recent meet¬ 
ings. 

It is felt that the changes are unclear and that many 
pensioners are still in the dark and don’t really know 
how they will be affected. 

Senior Council for Honiton member Tony Smith 
hopes for an inquisitive audience when the MP visits 
The Methodist Hall on Friday, July 20th. 

Mr Smith stressed that the meeting is open to non¬ 
members and he hopes for a big turnout. 

He said: “There are so many pensioners in Honiton 
who don’t know what is going on with these changes.” 

There have been many questions on this topic during 
recent meetings of the council, which is how the idea 
of inviting the MP grew. 

Mr Smith added: “I’m hoping for at least 100 peo¬ 
ple. 

“The idea is to try to get as many people as possible 
to come along and show him how many pensioners 
there are in Honiton who would like to know more 
about what will happen in April 2013 when the 
changes come into force.

AXMINSTER 

Police defend 
torch escort 


AXMINSTER police has defended its deployment of 
four officers to escort a torch-bearing party. 

A member of the public contacted Pulman's View 
after having seen the procession, and felt the police 
presence was "over the top”, especially when the 
force is stretched by a challenging budget. 

The event in question took place on Wednesday, 
June 20 th when a group of about 30 pupils from St 
Mary’s and Axminster primary schools gathered at 
Sector Lanebefore embarking on a walk to 
Hawkchurch Primary School as part of an Olympic 
torch relay. 

Hawckchurch resident Clive Lewis felt the amount 
of police was over the top. He said: "We were driving 
towards Axminster and there were three police cars. 
There was one ahead near the hotel, and two cars 
with the group. 

"Children have to be protected but I thought the 
number of police was a little high." 

Axminster-based police sergeant Peter Trudgeon 
defended the decision to deploy the number of offi¬ 
cers and vehicles. 

He said: "I can confirm we did have a four officers 
involved in the event. There were three police com¬ 
munity support officers - one from Axminster and 
two from Seaton - and the local neighbourhood beat 
manager Simon Rodgers. 

"The school approached us and asked for our sup¬ 
port with the event. We reviewed the original 
planned route with the school and made a few 
changes for safety reasons. The route the children 
took was the safest route they could have taken. 

"At certain roads/junctions along the route, we 
needed additional police vehicles to stop the traffic 
whilst the children were on the road.

Recognition at long last LJ 




THIS has been a momentous week for those vet¬ 
erans of the skies who made up Bomber Com¬ 
mand. 

At long last their brave but uneviable deeds in 
carrying out bombing raids over Germany, often 
in daylight, have been recognised with the open¬ 
ing of a memorial by the Queen in Green Park. 

It was an emotional occasion for the former RAF 
pilots and air crew who put their lives on the line 
in the most horrendous of circumtsances. 

To a man, their thoughts were with their col¬ 
leagues who never returned. One of those was 
Flight Sergeant Bill Smith, who was reported 
missing in 1944. He was just 19 years-old. 

Shortly before his last and fatal mission over 
Berlin, Bill wrtote to his friend Douglas Littley 
looking forward to 14 days leave. The two were 
never to meet again. 

A display honouring the memory of Bill and the 
many other brave young men who never returned 
goes on show in Seaton Museum this week and 


our Seaton edition carries a touching tribute from 
museum curator Ted Gosling.

SEATON 

Town remembers 
lost airman 

MEMORIES of a Seaton airman lost in World War II 
were rekindled this week. The tragic tale of Flight 
Sergeant William (Bill) Smith resurfaced after a 
major public memorial to commemorate Bomber 
Command airmen was unveiled in London. 

Seaton historian Ted Gosling dug out a photo¬ 
graph taken in 1937 and a letter sent two days be¬ 
fore Bill was lost in action in 1944. 

The correspondence between Bill and his school 
friend Douglas Littley, also known as Nib, is all 
that remains of Bill’s story. 

Bill Smith was reported missing on February 
13th 1944 - he was just 19 years old. 

The only son of Edgar Smith, owner of a cycling 
shop in Seaton, Bill was never found after he took 
part in a Lancaster raid on central Germany and 
Berlin.

SIDMOUTH 

Council to explain 
Knowle move 

EAST Devon District Council will stage three 
"Moving and Improving" public events in Sid¬ 
mouth to explain the reasons behind its proposed 
move from the town to Honiton. 

The communication events will take place in 
July. 

They are likely to be followed by the submission 
of an outline planning application on August 17th, 
which could be heard by committee on November 
16th. 

It is stressed, however, that there is no guarantee 
the move will go ahead even if the planning appli¬ 
cation is approved. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: "The move will go 
ahead only if the council can cover its costs 
through releasing the site at Knowle for a suitable 
type and scale of redevelopment." 

EDDC Leader Paul Diviani said: "We know that 
there is a lot of interest in this proposal. There are 
many who are sceptical about the rationale for the 
move whilst some oppose our ideas. We want to 
give this a good public airing so that we can have 
a two-way discussion about the proposal. 

"We want to ensure that people understand why 
we think the move is the best option and what the 
advantages would be."

AN Axminster man has admitted three 
offences of statutory rape of a girl 
under 13, one of possessing an inde¬ 
cent photograph of her and three of 
taking indecent images of her. 

Tomas Speed of Kirby Close, Axmin¬ 
ster, aged 19, appeared at Exeter 
Crown Court and was released on con¬ 
ditional bail pending pre-sentence re¬ 
ports. 

The judge also ordered him to sign the 
sex offenders' register. 

The court heard he had been in a re¬ 
lationship with the 12-year-old girl. 
Sexual intercourse with a child under 
13 is charged as rape because children 
that young are considered to be inca¬ 
pable of giving consent. 

BRITAIN'S largest inshore marine pro¬ 
tected area, Lyme Bay, has been se¬ 
lected for a pioneering new 
collaborative partnership that aims to 
balance conservation with the eco¬ 
nomic needs of local fishermen. 

With the Government currently de¬ 
bating the designation of up to 127 
similar zones, this project could repre¬ 
sent a new milestone in efforts to man¬ 
age the UK’s inshore waters, 
representing the first example of self¬ 
regulation by local fishermen and 
promising to create a model with po¬ 
tential to be applied across other 
threatened coastal areas. 

This partnership plans to fund a major 
scientific study by the University of 
Plymouth, which will seek to quantify 
the amount of fishing that Lyme Bay’s 
reefs can sustainably withstand, whilst 
also validating low-impact methods.

Halsall in 1982 and became 
his apprentice. 

From then on he spent 
many years flying birds of 
prey and learning the falcon¬ 
ers art. 

Along the way he has 
managed to include his love 
of horses in his displays and 
now has two horses at Escot 
who will be involved in his 
horseback falconry demon¬ 
strations as well as the joust¬ 
ing events. 

As well as his two Spanish 
Lusitano horses, Jonathan 
keeps a wide variety of in¬ 
credible birds. 

Currently at Escot he has 



many ranging from the tiny 
to the massive. One such 
bird is Samson, Jonathan’s 
golden eagle. 

In 2004 Jonathan acquired 
this young golden eagle 
which had been kept in very 
poor condition. 

After eight months of re¬ 
habilitation work Jonathan 
flew the eagle free for the 
first time. 

A strong relationship grew 
between man and bird and 
Jonathan has gained a new 
flying partner in Samson. 

Samson soon learned to 
follow Jonathan in both a 
hang-glider and microlight. 

The pair have been fea¬ 
tured on many TV pro¬ 
grammes.

Local MP Neil Parish unveiled 
the Number Eight tram in its new 
Bristol Blue livery last Saturday

After its launch at Seaton 
Tramway’s depot, the tram then 
took special guests on a ride to 
Colyford along the Axe Estuary.

green double decker car before 
being converted in 1992 to an 
open sided tram in yellow. 



In 2007, number 8 became the

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The ultimate deterrent? 

JENNY Smedley from Bishopswood has written to tell 
me about her bird-feeder squirrel deterrent. As we all 
know grey squirrels are athletic, crafty and determined 
once they spot a bird feeding station. 

They’ll climb up poles, leap onto tables and swing 
from seemingly inaccessible feed containers. The 
answer, say Jenny, who prefers not to kill grey squirrels, 
is a small aviary. 

She cuts holes in the wire to fit garden birds and wires 
smooth metal rings round the holes to make them tidy. 
This, she writes, is the only squirrel-proof feeder she 
has come across. 

The squirrels give up, while vulnerable birds are 
largely protected from sparrowhawks which can no 
longer pluck victims from feeders as the potential prey 
have learned to remain inside the aviary until danger 
has passed. In addition, she has slotted bamboo poles 
across the aviary for perches. 

What size is the aviary, I wonder, is it suspended or set 
on a pole and how long does it take garden birds to 
overcome any natural fear of entering such an 
enclosure? 

Perhaps Jenny will let readers know and if she has 
invented a genuine squirrel-proof feeder maybe she 
ought to consider its commercial applications! 

Meanwhile, Sarah Chapman from Axminster, a 
regular correspondent, tells me that she has four 
swallow nests, all in use, in her garage, with one 
containing five chicks. 

Young starlings are also coming to her feeders, 
together with great, blue and coal tits, nuthatches and 
greater spotted woodpeckers. 

I can only envy her, for we are bereft of swallows this 
year, though there do seem to be more house martins in 
the air than usual while at ground level rabbits are 
thriving once again, having been severely affected by 
myxomatosis last year. As I write half-a-dozen are 
scuttling around newly cut hay in front of my office 
window. 

When did you last see the twinkling light of a glow¬ 
worm? Researchers fear that the glow-worm’s light is 
fading and that the creature is, like so many others, in 
sharp decline. 

The glow-worm is, of course, not a worm but a beetle. 
Insignificant, small and pale brown, it is the female of 
the species which employs a pale yellow-green light to 
attract males and is, as far as I know, the only beetle to 
use such a signal in this country. 

The actual light is created by a chemical called 
luciferin which oxidises in the presence of water and 
oxygen to create the glow on the tip of the beetle’s body. 

Once a common sight in meadows, along hedgerows 
and verges, the spectrum of twinkling lights is 
becoming increasingly rare due to a combination of 
increased use of herbicides and pesticides and over- 
zealous grass-cutting. 

Now the Devon Wildlife Trust is asking the public to 
be on the look-out for glow-worms and report any 
sightings. The female glow-worms climb to the tip of 
tall grass stems from which they can send out their 
signal to attract a mate and while active from May to 
September, peak glowing takes place in July. 

The DWT has set up a special glow-worm survey 
form on line which takes only a few moments to 
complete and can be found at www.devonwildlife 
trust.org You can also call DWT with details of any 
glow-worm sighting on 01392 279244. 

I would also be very interested to hear from any 
readers in the Pulman’s area of West Dorset and South 
Somerset who encounter any glow-worm sightings this 
summer. I must confess that it is some years since I last 
saw these strange creatures and I must make the effort 
to discover whether there are any in my area.

THE General Synod of the Church of England meets in 
York from July 6th to 10th and will include the final vote on 
women bishops. 

It will be the first time for 20 years when the Church has 
so significant a two-thirds vote to face. There will also be 
reports for 2011, from the Church Commissioners and the 
Archbishop’s Council, and an address by the Archbishop of 
Turku and Finland, as well as a host of topics of interest at 
home and overseas, all in five days. 

The Synod is the last for Archbishop Rowan Williams, 
who writes that the attempts to ban or discourage Nativity 
plays or public carol singing out of supposed tender feeling 
for other religions fail to notice that people of all religions 
and cultures love the story and respect the message! 

Critics who believe religion is a problem in public life 
often show a lack of understanding of history. The 
Archbishop, speaking in the House of Lords recently, also 
added that public officials are often ignorant of the way the 
Christian and Jewish faiths have influenced the UK’s laws. 
He regretted that there was a reluctance to develop 
relationships between Church and State bodies, to our 
detriment. 

Financial advice for Church Treasurers comes from a new 
HMRC paper - What’s New for Charities (June 1st). 

Music events this week include the Woodbury Wind 
Quintet which will play at St Michael’s, Colyford on Friday, 
July 6th at noon, followed by lunches.

“Lord of The Manor” 
Jim Rowe (pictured 
right) recited, as he has 
on many occasions, and 
his father Frank before 
him, the following: 
“The Glove Is Up 
The Fair has begun 
Let No Man be 
Arrested 
Until the Fair is 
Done” 

Axminster was 

founded around 660 
with a Sunday market 
having been built up in 
the 12th century. 

The town was made a 
free borough by charter 
around 1210, with a sec¬ 
ond charter in 1215 
granting the burgesses 



an eight-day fair begin¬ 
ning on the feast of St 
John the Baptist. 

The eight-day fair was 
held for 600 years and 
then became two sepa¬ 
rate one-day events in 
April and October. 

In recent times a fair 
week has been held 
around June time but 
these days its nearest 
celebration is the an¬ 
nual two-day Axe Vale 
Festival which this 
year, unfortunately, had 
to be cancelled because 
of the weather. 

But the Glove cere¬ 
mony lives on and long 
may that be the case.

DO YOU HAVE FAMILY 
LINKS WITH POLTIMORE? 


POLTIMORE House, near Exeter in 
Devon, was a finalist in the BBC’s 
Restoration series in 2003. Since then, 
the Poltimore House Tmst and The 
Friends of Poltimore House have been 
working to conserve the 16 century 
Grade II* listed building and its 
grounds. The Poltimore estate was be¬ 
queathed by William Pontyngton, a 
Canon of Exeter Cathedral, to his pupil, 
John Bampfylde, in 1298 but little is 
known about exactly where the Bamp¬ 
fylde family lived for the first few hun¬ 
dred years. Poltimore House was built 
by Richard Bampfylde; it is thought 
that the work started between 1550 and 
1560 (around the time of Queen Eliza¬ 
beth I), with each generation of the fam¬ 
ily since then adding to or altering the 
original building. In the 20 century, it 
became a school and later, a hospital. 

The house and grounds are open to the 
public on regular Open Days and there 
are many other events planned for 
2012, such as the Craft and Food Fair, 
concerts, plays, the Fungi Foray - and 
many more! The Friends of Poltimore 
House have been able to make contact 
with many people who have connec¬ 
tions with Poltimore House - the babies 
bom there when it was a maternity hos¬ 
pital, nurses and others who worked 
there when it was a hospital (at one 
time, a private hospital, later an NHS 
hospital), descendants of the Bamp¬ 
fylde family, students of Dover College 
who were evacuated to Poltimore in the 


Second World War, and many others. 

The Friends hope to make contact 
with yet more people who have connec¬ 
tions with Poltimore and as part of an 
Open Day on July 15th (12pm to 4 pm), 
Mary Hyland, a local genealogist who 
has worked on the Bampfylde family 
tree (back to the 1200s), will be at Polti¬ 
more House to talk to visitors. So if 
you have a Bampfylde (Bamfylde/ 
Bamfteld/ Bampfield and variants) con¬ 
nection, do come and visit the house 
and gardens. 

The Friends would also like to make 
contact with people whose family 
members worked at Poltimore House or 
on the Poltimore estate. Although we 
have the names of those who were at 
Poltimore on census years, unfortu¬ 
nately little archive material has sur¬ 
vived, so if your relatives worked there 
and you have photographs, or other ma¬ 
terial or information, we would love to 
hear from you. One aim for 2012 is to 
start to build up our archives - a re¬ 
source which then will be available for 
those who are researching their family 
trees.

Irritable bowel 
syndrome (IBS) is a common gut disorder. The cause 
is not known.

The 
pioneering research of NHS consultant Dr Peter 
Whorwell in the UK (supplemented by Olaf Palsson 
in the USA) has now shown after many trials, that 
treatment of IBS with hypnotherapy can have an im¬ 
pressive success rate. Whorwell's NHS research has 
shown that the improvement continues long-term. 

Hypnosis offers excellent prospects of success with 
IBS. There are various claims for how many sessions 
are needed. Whorwell's authoritative research be¬ 
tween 6-12 sessions may be needed, but it can be 
much less. The treatment for IBS is not yet available 
on the NHS except in tiny areas of the country. 

Hypnosis is not a cure-all. To quote Professor Whor¬ 
well, "A lot of hypnotherapists ... say they can cure 
anything. I don't." I totally agree. I aim to offer "hope 
without hype." As always the advise is to check you 
are working with a qualified Clinical Hypnotherapist, 
look for accreditation with the BSCH or CNHC to en¬ 
sure their training is suitable, and never be afraid to 
ask about how long they have been in practice.

Cost of fuel remains biggest 
concern for used car buyers 


FOLLOWING last week’s announcement by 
Chancellor George Osborne to further delay 
the 3p increase in fuel duty, new research 
from leading vehicle auction company, 
British Car Auctions (BCA), highlights mo¬ 
torists continued worries about the cost of 
fuel. Over 60% of respondents to the BCA re¬ 
search cited the cost of fuel as their biggest 
motoring concern. 

The BCA data, based on research conducted 
at the end of May and early June, also reveals 
that motorists have been changing their 
driving behaviour to try to combat rising 
motoring costs. 

“Our research shows that the cost of fuel 
remains the top priority for motorists, with 
many changing the way they drive to max¬ 
imise their fuel efficiency,” said BCA 
spokesman Tim Naylor. “With this in mind, 
the postponement of the fuel duty increase 
combined with a general reduction in fuel 
prices in recent weeks will come as a relief to 
many motorists.” 

Data from the BCA research reveals that 
63% of motorists said they have cut back on 
car usage in the past year due to the in¬ 
creased cost of fuel with nearly 45% opting 
to walk more as a consequence. 

Using more public transport was the sec¬ 
ond most popular alternative to save on fuel 
costs at 33%, with London drivers topping 
the table for using public transport at 50%. 
South East drivers came second at 34.5%, 
followed by Midlands motorists at 29.1%; 


South West drivers at 27.9%; and North West 
drivers at 24.6%. 

However, despite 63% of respondents from 
the across the country saying they are lim¬ 
iting their car usage in the face of rising fuel 
prices, nearly 65% still fill up the tank when 
they go to the petrol station. 

South West motorists top the table in filling 
up their tank at 70.2%, closely followed by 
drivers in the South East at 70.1%. London 
motorists were the least likely to fill up their 
tank at 56.4%. This could reflect that city 
dwellers are more likely to have better public 
transport links to fall back on, making it eas¬ 
ier to get around without a car. 

“At BCA, we have seen increased demand 
for smaller, fuel-efficient vehicles, as UK 
households look to cut their motoring costs 
and consequently values have tended to rise 
for these more economical cars”, concluded 
Tim Naylor.

Coach Liz Kincaid said she was delighted with Carinis' per¬ 
formance and admitted she couldn't have done any more in 
the final trial before the selectors reveal their decision to¬ 
morrow (July 4th). 

"I thought Imogen competed really well and now it is in 
the hands of the selectors," said Kincaid. "Imogen can't do 
any more and must now just wait and hope." 

Cairns already has one Olympic appearance on her CV 
after competing in Beijing four years ago and while she 
would love to repeat that feat on home soil next month she 
accepts that competition has been tougher than ever. 

"We have already had two trials and a controlled compe¬ 
tition and this was the fourth and final trial as part of the 
British Championships,"said Cairns. 

"There are ten girls competing for five places so it is pretty 
cut-throat. Unfortunately I have had really bad problems 
with my feet and have had numerous injections.

That won't unduly worry Cairns as she seems to respond 
well to performing under pressure and she only booked her 
ticket for Beijing in 2008 at the last minute. 

"A few months ago I thought that going to the Olympics 
definitely wouldn't happen for me due to the injuries but I 
am a person who doesn't really start pushing hard until I can 
see the finish line," added Cairns. 

"I have now done my best to get into the team and what 
will be, will be."
